Commander Peary's dispatch today from Indian Harbor to the Associat- 


ed'Press gives his first expression concerning the claim of Dr. Cook that he 
reached the north polo almost a year prior to Peary, or on April 21, 190S. 


Peary's latest telegram is hardly less notable _than his first announce- 


ment, which absorbed the attention of the entire world, as It gives concrete 
form to the issues already vaguely outlined in scientific quarters on the au- 
thenticity of Cook's announcement and the question of priority in reaching 
the pole. At the same time It is the fist expression of opinion from any one 
in a position to know the facts of the arctic region on which Dr. Cook's 
claims are based, and it contains a dircc'. intimation that Cook never reached 
the pole at all. 


The dispatch from Commander Peary was responsive to an inquiry sent 


by wireless telegraph to him at Indian Harbor, immediately foliowine his 
first announcement. 
The first message from. Peary received by the Asso- 


ciated Press at 12:30 p. m. last Monday, came with such startling sudden- 
ness that the most urgent measures were immediately adopted to confirm its 
absolute authenticity. This was quickly done and the message traced to its 
source and \-crificd. 


At the same time an urgent dispatch was immediately sent to Comman- 


der Peary by cable to Halifax and thence by land lines and wireless to In- 
dian Harbor asking liim for additional particulars

European Opinion Sharply 


Divides, Germans Peer- 


ing Toward Cook. 


Copehagen, Sept. 8.—Several of the 


local.newspapers today publish letters 
from Greenland in which it is stated 
that Dr. Cook, while awaiting the com- 
ing of the steamer Hans Egcile, was in 
an extreme state, of nervousness and 
anxiety.

Robert E. Peary, U. S. N.. has already 
made six trips to the frozen north and 
las spent more than twelve years alto- 
gether in the polar regions. His sev- 
enth expedition appears to have been 
he lucky trip. 
In reaching the north 
pole. Com- 


mander 
Robert 
Edwin 
Peary 
has 


achieved the ambition of a lifetime. As 


boy his day dreams were of an un- 


explored land far to the 
northward, 


and such printed n.atter 
concerning 


the polar regions as fell Into his hands 
was read with absorbed Interest 


He was born at Cresson, Pa.. May 6, 


1S5S. 
hut In his early youth the family 


removed to Maine, where he received 
his education. His parents. Charles N. 
and Mary (Wiley) Peary, saw to It 
that he received an early training be- 
fitting a life which promised 
to be 


filled with wholesome activity. 


Instructed first In private schools, he 


subsequently entered Bowdoln college, 
from which he was graduated with the 
clrtss of 1877. Throughout his college 
career and In the years following he 
made a close study of arctic, explora- 
tion, the peculiar fascination 
which 


the subject held for him deepening as 
he matured. 


As a means of livelihood he adopted 


the profession of civil engineer, enter- 
Ing the United States navy ^n that ca- 
pacity Oct. 2C, 1RS1. Three years later 
he was appointed as assistant engineer 
on the board which 
surveyed 
the 


route of the Nlcaraguan ship canal. 


Suffers Many Hardships. 


In these years his Interest In the 


mysterious north had not abated,' and 
in 188G he applied for a leave of ab- 
sence from the navy which would per- 
mit him to visit Greenland. His ap- 
plication was granted, and In July of 
the same year he began what proved 
to be the first of seven expeditions to 
the north, all attended with hardships 
and some of them with'actual suffer- 
ing and want, hut persevered in with 
a tenacity o£ purpose that challenged 
the admiration of the world and finally 
brought him unstinted fame. 


When Mr. Peary returned from his 


last trip to the north it was decided 
that his wife should accompany him if 
he decided to make another trial. The 
birth of a son upset that plan and Mrs. 
?oary remained at home. 


Commander Peary has said that he

he is minus seven 
toes that 
were 


frozen 'off during one of his journeys. 


In his final attempt to reach the pole 


the explorer took with him only men 
of tried experience in 
arctic 
work. 


Eskimos formed the principal mem- 
bers of his sled dash. One man, Mat- 
thew Hansen, who 
has 
been 
-with 


Peary on all his expeditions, is a mu- 
latto, born 
In 
Maryland. 
He 
has 


shown wonderful grit under most try- 
ing conditions and endurance equal to 
that of Peary himself. On the previ- 
ous expedition, when all 
the others 


quit, Hansen kept on the march, and 
when Peary's feet were frozen almost 
solid Hansen cared for him and took 
him Into camp. 


First Polar Trip in 1886. 


Commander Peary has stood in the 


foremost ranks of arctic explorers for 
nearly two decades. His first polar ex- 
perience was acquired in 1886. when he 
made a reconnoissance of the Green- 
land island Ice. 


In June. 1S91, he 
sailed from New 


York on the Kite, and. making his 
headquarters at McCormick Bay, on 
the west coast of Greenland, penetrat- 
ed as far north as latitude 82. 


In 1S94 and 1895 he reached the sev- 


enty-eighth parallel 
on 
the west 


Greenland coast. 


In 1898 and 1899 he went to between 


the seventy-ninth and eightieth par- 
allels on the east coast of Ellsmere- 
land. 


In 1900 he reached the eighty-second 


parallel on the east coast of Grlnnell 
land. 


In 1905 and 1900 he skirted the north 


coast of Grinnell land and made an at- 
tack on the north pole from Cape Moss. 


This 
was 
the 
expedition 
which 


reached what was at that time "farth- 
est north." 


Detached From Naval Service. 


Commander Robert E. Peary was de- 


tached from regular 
duty 
with the 


navy department July 2, 1908, and as- 
signed to special duty with the coast 
and geodetic survey. His explorations 
in the arctic regions before that date 
had been 
conducted under technical 


leaves of absence from, the navy de- 
partment. 


This status was satisfactory neither 


to Commander Peary nor to his asso- 
ciates in the naval corps of civil engi- 
neers, and It was 
believed that he 


could prosecute his scientific Investiga- 
tions with a freer hand if he were at- 
tached 
to one of 
the 
government's 


scientific bureaus and relieved from 
the tedious form of naval report at set 
intervals which had embarrassed him 
in the. past. 


One point of supreme importance in 


this report of his success which has at- 
tended his last 
effort 
to reach the 


north pole is that the statement must 
remain absolutely unchallenged; in all 
probability there can be no question 
of the fact because Peary undoubtedly 
is able to confirm his statements by 
creditable white witnesses who made 
up the personnel of his party. 


May Now Seek- South Pole. 


With no hint of his plans for the fu- 


ture some of Peary's friends neverthe- 
less believe he will soon pine for new 
worlds to conquer and that a south 
pole expedition rrfay be anticipated. In 
fact, it was announced more than a 
year ago that Peary had planned a na- 
tional American expedition for the ex-

present expedition. 


In the intervals between expeditions 


Commander Peary has -lectured fre- 
quently and has also written several 
books of scientific 
and geographical 


value. 


Beyond the daring of his exploits, 


Peary's expeditions have had a scien- 
tific and a geographical usefulness that 
has been generally recognized and he 
has won the medals of the American 
Geographical society, the Royal Geo- 
graphical society of London and the 
Scottish Geographical society, honors 
never accorded in equal number to any 
other American. 


In the navy he won the title of com- 


mander, "and the government has rec- 
ognized the value of his explorations 
by granting him repeated leaves of ab- 
sence. In 1903 he was made president 
of the American Geographical society,
